14, Village Roads, —The allotment sanctioned for improvement of village communica- 
tions during the year was Rs. 12,744. Out of this amount Rs. 11,482-5 were expended, 
‘namely, Rs. 6,069-10-8 in Head-quarters sub-division and Rs. 5,362-10-4 in the Giridih | 
sub-division, The roads in the Head-querters sub-division were under the Supervision of 
the District Engineer, and those in the Giridih sub-division were under the supervision of the 
Branch Committee. 

15. Thirteen village roads, aggregating about 300 miles, have been repaired and made — 
passable for cart traffic. 

16. <Arboriculiure—No new trees were planted during the year. The existing trees, 
about 14,150 in number, have been maintained and are generally in a flourishing state.

18, Staging-bungalows and Serais.—The only staging-bungalow at Kamghur yielded a 
receipt of Rs. 116-4 during the year, and its maintenance cost Rs. 170-14-11. 

19, Since the opening of the Railway to Purulia,the Ramghur dak bungalow is hardly 
used, by reason of which the monthly average income has since been reduced to Rs. 8 per 
month. As the Committee has to pay Rs. 9 per month towards the wages of the khansama 
and sweeper, it is desirable that the dik bungalow should be converted into an inspection 
bungalow. med .

close of February last, when it was too late to complete the work within the year. It was, 

however, subsequently settled that the bridge should be built and not the bandh. The amount 

allotted for the gravelling of the approaches to the bridge and the diversion also could not 

‘be expended owing to the earthwork completed during the rains not having properly settled. 

Allotments have, however, been made in the budget estimate of 1890-91 for the completion 

of the ahove works. 

Out of the total prov’ made in the budget estimate of 1889-90 on account of 

ip works, only three bridges ou the Ranchi and Lohardugga road, which had been 

under construction during the previous year, were properly finished in the year under report, 

All the earthwork in the diversion constructed for the purpose of selecting better sites 

for these bridges was also completed. 

Survey.—Survey was made of the road from Lohardugga towards Chuttra, Ranchi- - 

Palkote road, road from Bundu towards Jhulds, road from Orenga Stream to Daltongunge 

and two village roads, and plans were prepared of them. Some drawings for the preparation 

of projects for original works in Ranchi-Lohardugga road, Ravehi-Chandil road, and Ranchi- 

Gola road were med 

Arboriculture.—Some 500 new seedlings of mango, jack, karanj, and mohua were 
a aeet long the i-Lohardugga road and protected by bamboo gabions. Plants along 

3 of roads aggregating 70 miles in length were kept in order. New gabions were 
snpplied to nearly half of the plants, Some fresh seedlings had to be planted to replace — 
those which died. 

Inspection huts —The inspection hut at Lateyhar or Orenga Stream, Daltongunge road, 
which belonged tothe Police Department, and was for sale, was purchased by the Committee, 
Three aia ite were built previously through the Police Department by au advance made 
to that Department on account of them. 

Repairs.—Lalpore-Hazaribagh Road.—Metalling was renewed in about one-fourth mile 
of the road, and gravel put over the meralling in the entire length. x 

Rancht-Booti Road,—Gravel was renewed at places and the road was maintained in good 
order. 

Ranchi-Lohardugga Road,—This is the most important of the roads under the Road Oess — 
Wommittee, and has much cart traffic which has considerably increased this year, due © 
evidently to the opening of the Paralia Section of the Bengal-Nagpore Railway. The road 
requires metalling throughout its length. It is beyond the meaus of the Road Cess Com-— 
mittee to meet the cost for metalling and to keep the road in proper repairs. An applica- 

© tion has been submitted to the Commissioner, requesting either that a Governmont grant ~ 
‘be made for the road, or that it may be taken over as a provincial civil road. During the 

_ year under review about 7 8 of the road were gravelled. This gravelling has beon com- 

@ pleted ‘on the road up to 21st mile commencing from Ranchi, and at places in the remainder of 
tho road where it passes through low lands and the soil is clay, earthwork in patch repairs 
was executed and several bridges were repaired. 

‘Anandi towards Gola Road.—All the culverts in the road which had been, more or less 
damaged were thoroughly repaired and the road maintained in good order.

Village Roads.—In tne bead-quarters sub-division about 45 miles of road were con- 
stracted ; some 30 miles taken in band last year, but partially constructed, were ‘vompleted, and 
‘about 100 miles kept. in repairs, In the Palamow sub-division only about 3 miles of roads 
were gravelled, and in about 10 miles petty zope, were executed, The Branch Committee 
could not spend a great portion of the grant for village works, aud this has lapsed, The 

‘grant for village road was not even allotted to different works. This is owing to the frequent 
changes of the sub-divisional officers in the sub-division during the year. 

Staging bungalows.-—A spacious bungalow belonging to the Police Department was 
received in exchange of the inspection bungalow at Daltongunge ; thorough repairs had to be 

; one bangalow was under thorough repairs. All the other bungalows and 
huts were maintained in fair order and petty repairs done to them, 

‘As the district was under revaluation, and a large amount had to be taken out of the 
usual grants for repairs (which even are not adequate fur proper maintenance of the roads), 
to meet the cost of the establishment entertained for the purpose, in some cases roads 
not be kept up in such good order as in other years. 

‘Accounts,—The monthly accounts of the Road Fund and of the District Engineer's Office 
were examined by the Vice-Ohairman and two other English-kuowing members of the Com- 

~ mittee who were appointed for the purpose. f 
‘ ‘The Local Auditor and Examiner inspected this and the District Engineer’s Office on the 
18th December 1888, and the result was very factory, as mentioned in my last deni 








report. The Examiner of Local Fund Accounts inspected the office of the Chairman 
last December 1889. 


The establishments entertained under the Road Cess Act are— 
(a) Establishment for collection of revenue, 
(4) Committee’s office establishment.

The establishment for collection of revenue at head-quarters consists of one head-clerk

work connected with the Committee’s office, for which there is no separate establishment.

The roads, bridges, and culverts mentioned in the budget estimate for 1890-91 are the 
works proposed to be taken in hand during the year 1890-91. 
The works have all been executed by contract during the year under report, and the

‘Thore was a decrease of Rs. 270 in the demand owing to the reduced assessments on some 
“mines, quarries, and jungles. The collection of the year was Rs. 1,05,962 against 
Rs, 1,04,073 in the provious year, showing an increase of Rs. 1,889. The balance at the end 
of the year was Rs, 8,760 against Rs, 27,465 of the previous year, The percentage of 
collections on net demand is 92175. ‘The net balance that remained tinrealised at the end of 
the year was Ks, 8,760, of which Rs. 2,444 have since been realized, and steps are being taken 
to realizo the remainder, As usual, during the year under report the cesses wore not paid 
regularly in many cases, ‘here is a general tendency to postpone payment until certificates 
are enforced. As in previous years, the practice of giving intimation to the owners of mines, 
quarries, and jungles hy means of post-cards was continued and has worked satisfactorily, 
8. Working of the Oommittee.—During the year under report the Committee met 
11 timos for the transaction of its business, and in all the meetings a sufficient number of 
members was present to form a quorum, * * * *

4, Working of the Branch Committee at Govindyore.—Babu Mohendra Nath Mukerjee, 
Sub-divisional Officer of Govindpore, was Chairman of the Branch Committee till the 18th 
June 1889, when he was succeeded by Mr. W. H. Mackenzie, and Rev. A, Campbeil acted. 
as Vice-Chairman till April 1889, when he left the sub-division, No Vice-Chairman has 
since been appointed yet, but Babu Damoodur Chowbay, one of the members, acts for the 
Vice-Chairman, The Committee held its sittings once only during the year under report 
in July 1889 for selecting contractors for the extension of the different road works, &c. 

5. Working establishment.—There has been no change in the executive establishment 
of the Committee during the year under report, and no offiver was absent from his duties 
on leave,

The 
uncertainty whether the projected new Railway from Calcutta to the North-West would not 
pass throughout the district has rendered it necessary to proceed slowly,

_ A good quantity of earthwork was done and minor improvements made in the Rajgunge- 


bnt the approaches to the Nengshai river, which lie beyond its junction with the Bolorampo 
Burrabazar road, were improved by easing down the gradients. iz it 

The Burrabazar-Koilapal road has been much improved during the year ander report. 
Tt has now been run up to village Koilapal, within half a mile of the boundary between 
Manbhoom and Bankoora, where it abruptly ends. ‘There is a gap of about 15 miles (from 
the border of this district to the present terminus of the road from Midnapore in the — 
direction of Koilapal), of which three miles arein Bankoora and i2 miles in Midnapore. The 
fature importance of this road depends chiefly on the line taken by the new Railway, but in 
any case it seems desirable that the gap in question should bo filled u| , 

The Purulia:Chass road has fallen in importance since the construction of the Public 
Works Department road from Goolbera to Chass, a valuable Railway feeder. The portion of 
this road from the Ijree river to Chass, which is of importance es forming part of the 
Rughunathpore-Hazaribagh road, was, however, improved by earthwork, It has been 
decided to keep up the remaining portion of the road as a village road. 
The other district roads in which petty improvements and repairs were executed 
the Ledhoorka-Kashipore-Gourandi and Hura-Manbazar roads. z 
The bridges and culverts in all the above roads, and the inspection bungalows in them, 
wore duly repaired and kept up in good condition. * 

Village roads,—Besides the annual petty repairs to the several existing village roads, 
tho following improvements deserve notic i 


(1) The Burrabazar-Manbazar road, which was completed as far as Sindree in the 
previous year, was extended to Ohawkan, about two miles further on towards 
Manbazar. 

(2) The Jeypore-Begoonkodur road, which was taken up during 1885-89, was made 
tolerably fit for country carts. 

(8) The Jhaldah-Torang road was extended to the bank of the Subornorekha river, 
which here is the boundary between Manbhoom and Lohardugga, and some 
bad bits were improved by gravelling. The whole length (12 miles) is now 
in a fair condition, a 

Cart serais.—The existing serais in the several roads were repaired and kept up in good 
order. A shed with a tiled roof has been constructed in the Chass serai, and stones collected 
for motalling the compound of the Jeypore serai, No improvements were made in the serais 
along the Hmundi-Charrsh, Purulia-Burrakur and Rughunathpore-Ravigunge roads, on 
account of their reduced importance since the opening of the Bengal-Nagpore Railway. 

‘ Arboriculture.—Not much was done under this head, Some young trees were planted 
in some of the Purulia Station roads, and the old ones were generally taken care of by 
watering them. aud repairing their gabions, The District Road Fund does not allow of 
increased outlay under this head.

‘There was no original work in the sub-division. The works were wholly restricted to 
repairs to and improvements of the existing roads, ; 

Repair works.—Vhe most important work in the sub-division under this head is the 
improvement effected in the Govindpore-Giridi road. This road is important not only as 
a local trade route, but as a line of communication between the, sub-divisional head-quarters 
of the two neighbouring districts. The road was extended to the border during the previous 
year. This portion was improved by earthwork and some bad bits were gravelled. The 
third and fourth sections of the Jhapra-Govindpore road were maintained and some bad bits 
were improved by gravelling. In the Govindpore Station roads, besides ordinary 


__ repairs, a very useful improvement was effected by protecting the outlet drain of the lake by 


*stone-pitching. The only remaining work done in the sub-division under this head is the 
maintenance of the Nirsha-Jamtara road, which is fit for cart traffic only up to Pandra, 
‘The bridges and culverts in the above roads were all repaired and kept up in good
